which the Prime Minister had at his disposal 
shonld be conde the Minister of Commeree. Mr. 
Binclair observed that as at present constituted 
the Board of Trade, with its phantom 
components, had become p by-word in the land, 
aud: particularly to commercial men who had 
studied the problem of competition in England. 
Hitherto ‘tha failure of the movement for 
reform was due to tho fact that they bad 
not the advantage in the House of Commons of 
haying 9 backing of public opinion and com- 
mercial men behind them. They must prevent 
their home markets from being farther invaded ; 
they must provent their food supply from being 
in danger, and their mercontile marine from 
slipping sway. Their administration at tho 
present day was the same as it was 50 years 
ago, and then their commerce was nly a third 
of what it was now. Instead of the presont 
office of President of the Board of Trade ho} 
should like to seo a President or o Minister 
of Commerce; assisted. by an cffective ‘board 
which eat rogulutly once or twice a week, & 
board of pormonent. officials, each officiny 
‘representing a certain departmont and who 
had an intimate knowledge of that department. 
He amplified this suggested scheme, ond said 
these officials ‘should form the advisory doard 
to a Cabinet Minister, 2 men who would be 
listened to by~the Prime Minister and who 
was in the Cabinet by right. “Later o resolu- 
tion ombedying these ideas was carried. Mr. 
Poter. Stewart presided over the evening 
moeting, when Mr. Sinclair characterised the 
commorcial administration of the country as 
obsolete snd unfair to British traders, who, 
compared with foreign traders, laboured under 
disabilities ay regards freightage. A similar
